whenever practicable and whenever they meet the Agency's specific
performance requirements and are cost-effective.

Policy Guidance Our objectiveis, to the extent cost effective, increasing the purchase of
products that are in the upper 25 percent of energy efficiency for dl
smilar products or products thet are a least 10 percent more efficient
than the minimum level that meets Federd Standards.

All Government-owned contractor-operated (GOCO) facilities must
comply with the gods and requirements of the E.O. Energy and water
management goals are to be incorporated into contracts for
management of these fadilities.
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Action Required by REE

Contracting Officers Include energy efficiency evaudion criteriain solicitations, as
appropriate and practicable. As prescribed by FAR 23.203, energy
conservation and efficiency datashal be consdered along with
estimated cost and other relevant factorsin the preparation of plans,
drawings, specifications and other product descriptions.

Contracting officers handling GOCO contracts - ensure that each
operation and maintenance (O& M) solicitation contains, to the extent
practicable, an energy evauation dement which requires the offeror to
demondtrate how they will achieve energy and water management goas
and requirements of the E.O. Also include arequirement in each
GOCO contract for the monitoring and reporting of annual savings. be
feasble. Where appropriate, process procurements using the “ best
vaue’ guiddines outlined herein.
